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LAST MONTH, GEOFFREY Wallace left 
the Conservative Party and joined the British 
National Party.

AROLD HORNE, an 
82-year-old grandfather 
was battered with an iron bar 


when he asked three racist 


thugs to leave the garden of his 
sheltered housing. 

The terrified pensioner was 
clubbed to the ground and 
repeatedly bludgeoned as he 
struggled to get to his front door 
in Margaret Street, Halifax. 
Harold suffered a fractured 
shoulder, needed 12 stitches to 
a head wound and had severe 
swelling and bruising to his face 
and back following the assault. 
He had been walking his dog 
in the private grounds of the 
sheltered housing complex when 
he came across three Asian youths 
sitting on a bench in the gardens, 
drinking. 

He told them they were on private 
property and asked them to leave, 
but when he turned his back he 
was struck on the back of the 
head with an iron bar. 

Detective Inspector John Halstead 
of Calderdale CID, condemned 
the brutal attack. 

“This was an extremely vicious 
attack - apparently unprovoked - 
onan elderly gentleman. The level 
of violence used was extreme.” 
If three white youths had 
launched a ‘vicious attack’ 
on an $82 year-old Asian 
gentleman it would be called 
a ‘racist attack’ and would 
have made the national TV and 
newspapers. 

But because it’s three Asian youths 
on an 82 year-old white gentleman 
it’s just an ‘unprovoked attack’ and 
to find a description of the attackers 
you had to comb the inside pages 
of the Halifax Courier. 


HERE are over 10,000 
Afro-Caribbeans in prison 


in Britain who make up 16%- 


of the prison population, 
according to research from 
the Commission for Racial 
Equality. 

This is despite Afro-Caribbeans 
making up just 2% of the general 
population. 

Although ethnic communities as 
a whole make up 9% of the 
general population, they make up 
25% of the prison population. 
CRE boss, Trevor Phillips, who 
gets paid £94,000 a year for 
a four-day week, claims these 
figures show the extent of 
‘racism’ in Britain today. 


HE SAVAGE killing of a 

white teenager who strayed 
into an Asian area by mistake 
remains unsolved after the last 
suspect to stand trial was cleared 
of murder. _ 
19 year-old Gavin Hopley was 
chased and beaten up by a gang 


of Bengali men after he got lost 


during a night out. 

He was ultimately hit in the face with 
a flying kick delivered by a man who 
used a fence post as support. 

The impact threw the teenager into 
the air and he cracked his head 
on the pavement, leaving him with

fatal head injuries. 

He suffered bleeding around the 
brain and died six days later in North 
Manchester General Hospital. 
Police who investigated the 
unprovoked attack discovered 
Gavin had been robbed of his watch 
and neck chain as he lay dying on 
the ground. 

On Friday at Oldham’s Minshull 
Street Crown Court, Mohsin Raza 
was acquitted of Hopley’s murder 
after claiming he worked in an 
Indian takeaway on the night, and 
then went straight home to bed. 
The victim’s parents, Gary and 
Lorraine, looked distraught as they 
sat in the public gallery and the jury 
of six men and six women took 
just under an hour to return their 
unanimous ‘not guilty’ verdicts. 
Initially police charged eight men 
including Raza with murder, but 
charges against them were withdrawn 
before they came to trial. 

Raza was later re-charged in March, 
2003, after two of the suspects agreed 
to make statements implicating him. 
Mohammed Zubair testified against 
Raza after making a deal with 
police which saw charges against 
him of murder, rioting in Oldham 
and a rape charge, all dropped. 

A deal was also made with another 
witness, Foulmiah Mohammed. He 
had originally been charged with 
Hopley’s murder, but was later 
jailed for just nine months. for 
violent disorder.

majority of British people will hang 
their heads in shame, as if in some 
way they might be responsible for 
that tragic death.

At Blackburn Magistrates Court, 
25-year-old Kurdish Iraqi, 
Mohammed Ibrahim, pleaded 
guilty to driving while disqual- 
ified and without insurance and 
failing to stop after an accident. 
He was sentenced to just four 
months in prison. 
The court was told that Ibrahim 
should have been deported in 
November 2002 after exhausting 
all appeal options during his 
two-and-a-half years in the United 
Kingdom but he refused to leave. 
Amy Houston, 12, who lived in 
Ravenglass Close, Blackburn, had 


to be freed by firefighters from 


underneath a car but died later in

After knocking her down, Ibrahim 
got out of the car and ran off 
leaving Amy trapped under its 
wheels. He was already on bail for 
offences of driving while disqual- 
ified and was subject to TWO 
separate disqualifications. 

Amy’s dad, Paul Houston, had 
to be restrained in court when 
the magistrates passed their four 
months sentence. 

“That is ridiculous,” he shouted. 
“He will be out in two months 
while we have a life sentence.” 
Later he told the Lancashire 
Evening Telegraph: 

“I couldn’t have wished for a better 
daughter, she was everything a 
parent could ask for. She never 
asked for anything and was happy 
with whatever she got?”

HE LOSS OF another 2350 

British jobs at Norwich 
Union, off-shored to India is bad 
news for Britain. : 
If off-shoring is bad for us, that 
should make it good for the countries 
like India where the work goes, but 
it’s not the case. 
Respected Indian political pundits, 
such as newspaper columnist and 
writer, Praful Bidwai, revealed that 
Indian workers end up being 
exploited as what he called ‘cyber- 
coolies’. 
Mr Bidwai said of the Indian 
university graduates who take the 
call.centre jobs stolen from Britain: 
“They work long hours in extremely 
stressful conditions, are badly paid 
and most have absolutely no 
opportunities for any kind of 
advancement in their careers. 
“Very large numbers of them suffer 
from a range of ailments — for 
instance sleeplessness, serious 
depression and ear infections. So

there’s a very high rate of staff 
turnover ”. 

“It’s a dead end, it’s a complete 
cul-de-sac. It’s a perfect sweatshop 
scenario, except that you’re working 
with computers and electronic 
equipment rather than looms or 
whatever.” . 

The young Indians certainly get 
sweatshop pay. The average pay for 
the same call centre work in Britain 
is about £12,500 a year. In India it 
is a miserable £1,200. 

Mr Bidwai also argues that taking 
these jobs does no good for the 
Indian economy as a whole, which 
he feels should concentrate on 
building up real industries that make 
things rather than “this kind of 
low-paid, low-value-addition work 
which creates discontent both here 
(in India) and in the West, where 
people are losing jobs”.

AKE no mistake, Labour’s

jobs, often for good. It is also 
bad for the countries where these 
jobs go, like India, whose best 
and brightest young people are 
being shunted into sweatshops 
to do low paid worthless cyber- 
coolie work that contributes little 
to their country’s economy. 

Only big business benefits. Profits 
of multinational corporations soar 


as they take advantage of globali- 


sation and “free trade” to shift jobs 
to the cheapest sweatshops on the 
planet and dumpBritish workers on 
the dole without further thought. 
Of course, in the long run, it 
isn’t good for them either, since 
impoverishing the people of Britain, 
the US and other Western nations 
means those people won’t be able 
to afford their goods any more. Nor 
will they have any need to ring 
any call centres, anywhere, because 
they will have no money. 

But multinational capitalism doesn ’t 
do the long run. 

Those who run it are judged only 
on short-term success. Bosses who 
give up a quick buck in the interests 
of the long term good of their own 
firms, let alone anyone else, are 
replaced by those who will deliver 
short term gain regardless of long 
term pain. That’s why their global 
capitalist system is doomed. 

But still the Tories, the Lib-Dems 
and the once-anti-capitalist Labour 
Party sing the praises of the system 
that is dragging us to destruction 
with it. 

Only the British National Party 
offers an alternative to globali- 
sation, off-shoring, the dole in 
our country and sweatshops in 
the Third World.

and warned that: 
“The new network is much more 
diffuse, widespread and embedded 
in the very fabric of our society. Our 
biggest threat now is a new breed 
of home-grown terrorist. These 


are British-born Muslims, who are ` 


well-educated and have seemingly 
integrated into Western society.”

Hundreds of foreign imams were 
allowed into Britain last year under 
the immigration concession for 
religious ministers, and their arrival 
has been linked to the recent rise in 
Islamic terrorist recruitment levels 
in Britain. 

Evidently alarmed by recent develop- 
ments, the Home Office, in 
consultation with members of the 
Muslim community, has developed 
a new initiative to address the 
problem of newly arrived clerics 


— 


from Pakistan and the Gulf. 


Concerned by the fact that general 
training courses at further 
education colleges are not designed 
to meet the needs of Muslim 
leaders, a Government working 
group has developed a new, 
tax-funded, programme which will 
qualify clerics and lay helpers 
to work as Islamic community 
leaders. Working Group member, 
Abdul Bair, chairman of the East 
London Mosque, explained that the 
£182,000 pilot project would “give 
imams the skills of management 
and communication to connect 
with young people.” 

Well, that’s a relief! With the 
Government now ‘on the case’, 
we can all sleep much safer in 
our beds at night. 
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DECISION by the 

trade union, UNISON, 
to launch a campaign against 
the BNP in 2004 has received 
a big thumbs down from the 
union’s rank and file. 
UNISON . plans to place 
advertisements in local papers 
where the BNP has candidates, 
and to produce literature 
attacking the BNP in key areas. 
But the campaign could be a 
non-starter according to one 
UNISON official who contacted 
Freedom to voice his concerns: 
“The Electoral Commission has 
ruled that ‘third parties’ not 
involved in the elections are not 
allowed to spend funds trying 
to influence the result. If the 
cost of the UNISON campaign 
is placed on the expenses of 
Labour candidates they will be 
way over budget.”

ID you know that Gordon 
Brown is taking more than 
£400 million a year out of miners’ 
pension schemes despite these 
funds slipping into the red. 
In recent years, the two miners’ 


funds have been hit by falling stock. 


market values. The MPS scheme 
for miners has just reported a deficit 
of more than £650 million, while 
the BCSSS scheme, for white collar 
and supervisory mining staff, also 
expects a big deficit. 

Yet despite the shortfalls the 
pension funds will still have to 
hand over cash to the Treasury 
equivalent to nearly £1,000 a year 
per miner. 

The Treasury’s rake-off goes back 
to a 1994 deal under which the 
Government is entitled to half of 
any surplus. For six years the 


surpluses were greater than anyone 
could have anticipated, accruing a 
total entitlement of £5,000 million 
for the government. It is this money 
which is still being paid off in 
instalments, even though deficits 
have now emerged. 


It is wrong that the Government 
is receiving such vast funds when 
retired miners continue to struggle 
on low pensions. 

The British National Party 
believes that the £3,500 million 
from previous surpluses, which 
is sitting in the pension funds, 
should be ploughed back into 
coalfield communities to benefit 
the miners who provided the 
pension scheme funds in the first 
place with deductions from their 
hard-earned wages.

BNP Calderdale councillor, 

Adrian Marsden, has been 
asked to a help a terrorised 
workforce at a Halifax tumble 
drier factory. 
- A number of employees contacted 
Councillor Marsden following an 
increase in racial tension at the 
Crosslee factory. Incidents of 
threats and violence amongst the 
800-strong ethnically diverse 
workforce have risen dramatically 
in recent weeks, leaving workers 
concerned for their safety. 
During the latest disturbance 
involving a vicious attack on a 
Kurdish refugee by ten Pakistani 
workers, one terrified factory 
worker crashed his car as he drove 
out of the factory car park to escape 
the violence. 
“It’s a terrible situation”, said one 
worker, “you can feel the tension 
in the air”. 
Although this attack was reported 
in the local media and several 
arrests made following a police 
investigation, employees at the 
factory have become increasingly

dismayed by the total lack of action 
in response to frequent incidents 
of racial violence against British 
workers in recent months. 

They believe their complaints to 
management have been ignored in the 
interests of political correctness and 
have turned to their BNP councillor 
for effective representation.
